III. Tus Citizens of Dublin ſome Years ago found that great 
Miſrule had crept into the City; that its Accounts were neglected, 


and its Revenues miſapplied; they apprehended that theſe Abuſes 


aroſe principally from a Power being veſted in the Aldermen of 
electing themſelves, a Power abſolutely unconſtitutional, and ſo 


dangerous, that if a Set of bad Men ſhould once be unhappily 
elected to ſerve at that Board, it would be almoſt impoſſible that 
good Men ſhould ever ſucceed them. The Citizens complained, but 


they complained as Members of Society ſhould do. In the Years
